Although 
not very serious in 1933 it was 
thought sufficiently of importance to 
establish a part time mixing’ station 
in the Hamlet of Carseland where 
poison bait would be available in case 
of need arising. From this station 
some 11,000 pounds of bait were dis- 
tributed. In most cases it was used on 
land in the vicinity of Carseland and 
Namaka. Reports were submitted to 
the Council throughout the summer 
that in spots all through the Municip- 
ality grasshoppers were in evidence, 
In practically all cases three distinct 
varieties were to be found.

Tax Arrears Consolidation Act which 
gave the taxpayer in arrears, the 
mortgages or the registered owner 
the right to apply to the Munic'pality 
for consolidation of the arrears and 
the repayment of them over a perio’ 
of six years commencing with the 
year 1933 and ending in the year 1938. 
The amount to be consolidated was 
that which was due as at the Ist of 
January 1933 and in each of the years 
| during the life of the consolidation 
agreement a stated percentage of the 
arrears had to be paid together with 
the then current year's taxes. ‘The 
percentages payable were as follows; 
1933 10 percent; 1934 10 percent; 1935 
15 percent; 1936 20 percent; 1937 20 
percent and the balance of 25 percent 
in 1938 less the appropriate discount. 
Said discount depending on the num- 
ber of years for which the taxes 
were due and being as follows 1932, 
Nil; 1932 and 1931 9 percent; 19380- 
1932 14 percent; 1929-22 18 percent; 
1928-32 22 percent and everything be- 
fore that time 26 percent and being 
figured on the amount paid by the 
gaxpayer rather than on the amount 
consolidated. Where only 1932 taxes 
were in arrears and they were paid 
together with the 1933 taxes a dis 
count of 9 percent was allowed off 
both the 1932 and 1933 tases so paid.
